T A K E 12,000 IN 
FLANDERS BATTLE 


Extreme Right Flank of 


German Line Is Under 
Heavy pressure From 
Allied Gains. 


(Compiled from A. P. Dispatches.) 
Sweeping Hteadily ahead over the 
lowlands of Belgian Flanders, the Brit- 
iiih, French and Belgian armies are 
rapidly bearing away the extreme right 
flank of the German battle line. Twelve 
thousand priBoners have been captured 
in two days, according to official state- 
ments. This would seem to indicate 
a victory of great importance, even If 
the ground gained was not of the ut- 
most importance in the development 
in the mighty allied offensive. 


Allied forces have captured Menln 
and Wervicq 'and are across the Lys 
river in the neighborhood of the latter 
town. There are 
unofficial reports 
that Thourout has been taken and it is 
confirmed that''the British are within 
two miles of Courtrai. This completely 
outflanks Lille from the north and, the 
Germans Will probably be forced out 
of that city'in a very short time. The 
allies are now about eleven miles from 
Bruges and 25 miles from Ghent. They 
have advanced1 in the neighborhood of 
beven miles Hince Monday morning. 
Fighting their way throuht a maze 


of barbed wire defeqses and over tan- 
gled lined of trenches the Americans 
west of the Meuse river are slowly but 
surely cutting their way through the 
Kriemhild line. They have carried hill 
299, 
a height which dominates much 


of the country west of Romagne and 
have penetrated the second line of de- 
fense in the vicinity of Landres-Et-St 
Georges 
* 
The battle in this area has been of a 
most savage nature and the Germans 
are making every effort to hold their 
positions. They understand the criti- 
cal situation which has developed there 
and are pouring fresh troops into the 
struggle in the hope that the American 
onslaught may be stayed before it 
reaches the important railway line in 
the rear of the German front. A Vic- 
tory for the Americans in the Argonne 
sector would decide the fate of Ger- 
many on the western front and compel 
a general retfeat by the 'enemy from 
the most of the French ground he still 
holds. 
French and Italian troops are mov- 
ing more slowly along the line from 
Toise to the Aisne thah they -did on 
Sunday when they wiped out the great- 
er part of the Laon-ba- Fere salient.' 
From all accounts it would appear that' 
the Germans are gradually emptying 
the pocket formed when the allies 
broke the lines north of St. Quentin 
and along the Aisne at Beiry-Au-Bac. 
The French, however, have passed 
Sissons, formerly one of the principal 
concentration points for German troops 
in this part of the front. 
General Gouraud's army has crossed 
the Aisne west of Rethel and this ad- 
vance would appear to render the posi- 
tion of the enemy further east rather 
perilous. As the progress of the French 
in this region continues 'the Germans 
in the Champagne sector seem to be 
slowly involved in another pocket such 
as has often forced «i rapid retirement 
on various sectors of the line. 
Durazzo, the most important City iri 
Albania has been entered by the Ital- 
ians. It seems probable that the Aus- 
tiians abandoned the city without a 
fight, being mainly concerned in mak- 
ing a safe retreat northward. 
It Is unofficially reported that Great 
Britain has received peace proposals 
from Turkey and that her reply has 
been a demand for unconditional sur- 
render to General Allenby, commander 
of the allied forces in Palestine and 
Syria. 


Reports of a serious' political strike 
in Bohemia seem to confirm recent tu- 
mors of serious dissentlons in the''Dual 
Monarchy.

China and 
the 
mountains of South 


America was mostly lost time. Much 
of the information could be given as a 
reading lesson. 


Old fashioned education placed great 


emphasis on caching people to read in- 
telligently inflections and clear enuncia- 
tion. It was a fine accomplishment, yet 
not very practical. The modern ten- 
dency toward written work leaves some 
educated people so they can not read 
anything without stumbling. We have 
gone from 
one extreme to the other. 


Practical education will not attempt to 
make its young folks elocutionists. But 
it will insist that they be able to read 
aloud so they can be understood.

CONSOLES SAILOR'S WIDOW 


A letter of explanation and consola- 


tion has been received by Mrs. C. E. 
Stricklin, on the death of her husband, 
Clarence 
Stricklin, on the U. S. S. 
Solace (hospital ship) from pneumonia. 
The letter was written by Edward 


Windet. lieutenant commander, M. C. 
I*. S. Navy, cotnminding, and stated 
the deceased bad been admitted to the 
ship on October 2. and died October 4. 
in part the letter said: 


"Your husband has died in the ser- 


vice of his country in this great war 
for democracy and civilization, and his 
death is just as noble and glorious as 
if be died on the field of battle. It

"Hot onions, according to a 'French 


physician, 
are said to be a splendid 
remedy for pneumonia. The remedy is 
as follows: Take six or ten onions, ac- 
cording to size and chop fine; put in a 
large pan over a fire, 
then add the 
same quanity of rye meal and vinegar 
enough to make a thick paste. In the 
meantime stir it thoroughly, letting it 
simmer for five or ten minutes. 
Then 


put in a cotton bag large enough to 
cover the lungs, and apply to chest as! 
hot as patient can bear it. 
In about j 
ten minutes apply another, and thus I 
continue by reheating the poultice, and 
in a few minutes the patient will be 
out of danger. This simple remedy has 
been used successfully for this too often 
fatal malady. Usually three or four ap- 
plication will be sufficient."
